OUR PRIME MINISTER'S 


BIRTHDAY 
On this date, in 1870, there 
was born at Hopewell, New 
Brunswick. a boy who was des- 


tined to become not only Prime 
Minister of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, but also a leader of Empire 
Richard Bedford Bennett was the 
son of Henry J. Bennett and Hen- 
rietta (Stiles) Bennett, both of 
Loyalist stock, the father being 
of the ninth generation on the 
American continent From his 
earliest days the boy had incul- 
cated into him the religion of his 
parents, and that sentiment which 
inspired his forebears to abandon 
comfort and home rather than be 
false to king and flag After 
early school days in his native 
village he went to Dalhousie uni- 
versity, Halifax, where he began 
to study law, which made him 
one of the leaders of the Cana- 
dian bar.

Down in British Columbia they are preparing 
for the strangest provincial election in the history 
of the Pacific province. It is to be run on the 
cheap, without any slush funds 

It has other claims to fame as well. Although 
a Conservative government with 75 per cent of the 
members of the Legislature behind it is going 
to the country, there will be no Conservative party 
in the field. There will be three mujor parties in 
the field (and several minor ones) two of which 
will be headed by former Conservative premiers. 
One will be headed by the present Conservative 
premier and head of the provincial Conservative 
party, and another by a former Conservative 
premier, yet there will be no Conservative party 
in the field 

There will be a Liberal opposition party. It will 
be opposed by a Union party headed by Premier 
Tolmie and by a “non-partisan party” headed by 
ex-premier Bowser, The “Union party” consists of 
_part of the old Conservative party, united with 
itself. The “non-partisan party” consists of the 
other half of the Conservative party, united to Mr. 
Bowser. 

It is a strange twist the political kaleidoscope 
has taken in the Pacific province.

This will be the first election contest in thirty 
years in which the Conservative party as a Con- 
servative party will not take part. Thirty years 
ago, “Dick” McBride (ater Sir Richard) political 
partner of Mr. Bowser, introduced party govern- 
ment into British Columbia. It is part of the irony 
of fate that his political successor should be the 
one to abolish party government, and that his old 
political partner, Mr. Bowser, should be leading 
one of the five parties in the non-party contest, 
under the guise of a “non-partisan party.” 

The Oxford Group is represented in the con- 
flict. Hugh Savage, an old colleague of mine, for 
many years publisher of the Cowichan Leader on 
Vancouver Island, and a very good citizen. has 
been nominated by the people of Duncans to op- 
pose Hon. Mr. Davie, the Speaker of the House 
Mr. Savage is a recent convert to the Oxford Group 
movement and announces his platform as “abso- 
lute honesty, absolute purity, absolute unselfish. 
ness, absolute love.’ He has already reaped the 
first-fruits of his platform, having been served 
with a writ for libel by Hon. Mr. Davie who is a 
lawyer 


Budding statesmen may find other valuable 
hints in Mr. Savage's approach to public life. He 
says those who want him to run must pay his 
expenses: on the other hand he promises to hand 
over to charity all of his sessional indemnities 
above what his legitimate expenses are 

In times like these when purse-strings 
tightly held and regular contributors to party 
funds find it difficult to function as usual, this 
Oxford Group system of making the delegates to 
the nominating convention responsible for the 
money, and offering to pay back whatever surplus 
is left from the sessional indemnities, is likely to 
grow

MUCH ENERGY WASTED IN WORRY 
As we journey through life, we are daily beset 
with new problems and conditions which must 
Sometimes the problems are as inter- 


be solved. 
esting to us as games, but at other times, when we 


cannot master the situations that confront us, we 


are puzzled. If we have a sufficient amount at 


stake and are undecided about the outcome, there 
is a tendency to worry. In such a case worrying 
consists of the mind dwelling upon the possible 
outcomes that might be hurtful either to our- 
selves or those we cherish. The tendency to worry 
is believed by many to be a useless procedure, yet 
psychologists believe that it is based upon a pro- 
tective mental function. It aims at discovering 
the logical outcome of injudicious actions so that 
they may be avoided 

People who have acquired the habit of worry- 
ing will worry regardless of conditions. Though 
everything is turning out as well as could be de- 
sired, they will invent reasons for worry and, if 
these prove groundless, will seek other sources of 
worry. Some people find a genuine enjoyment in 
worrying because of the relief that comes later 
when their worries,prove unnecessary. The mother 
will worry about the child getting run over on its 
way home from school; the business man may 
worry about having left the safe unlocked. Such 
worry is really useless procedure for, if those who 
worry really believed that danger existed, they 
would take steps to prevent it. One who has 
acquired the habit of worrying is usually of a self- 
pitying nature and believes that his troubles are 
worse than those of other people. He may believe 
that fate is, for some unaccountable reason, dogging 
his footsteps with misfortune. 

Worrying really becomes a sort of day dream- 
ing and the principal objection to it is that it 
occupies the time and attention that could be well 
used for constructive mental and physical activity 
In addition to this, long-continued worry also has 
a definite toxic effect in the body. In trying to 
peer ahead too far in the future, we may see appar- 
ently unsurmountable mountains and crevices, 
handicaps, problems and darkness; yet, when we 
tackle each problem as it come along, it is not 
usuaily as difficult as it seemed 

Those who have formed the habit of worrying 
should take a careful inventory of themselves. A 
little honesty with oneself will generally make the 
mind more comfortable and bring a more refresh- 
ing outlook on life. Sometimes a lack of activity 
and mental occupation brings forth the reaction of 
worry, for the mind does not like to be idle, and, 
if the mind occupied with constructive 
thinking, worry, pity and fear fade into one an- 
other. Worry is a mental reaction sometimes used 
to create excitement in a mind that is not other- 
wise occupied. When mental action takes the place 
of dreams, worrying ceases to worry. 

The two problems that occupy most worrying 
minds are finances and family affairs. The first 
worry will usually be avoided if one learns to live 
within his income, no matter how small it may be. 
The second may be largely avoided if one keeps 
in mind that it takes two to make a quarrel and 
that each member of the family is an individual, 
and that it is not always wise to try to reform 
others. Little concessions to one another make 
family life more pleasant, and it doesn’t cost any- 
thing. 

Some people find that they are able to attain 
a better mental attitude by making affirmative 
suggestions to themselves before going to sleep, 
something like the Coue system that was so popu- 
lar a few years ago. “I am improving myself day 
by day. Physically, I am growing stronger; men- 
tally, I am increasing my knowledge; financially, 
I am saving a little money.

An empty .303 Savage shell found 
On the murdered man’s farm last 
October 2, with the discovery of 
the body, was the telling clue in the 
case and the only lead officers had 
on their huni 


Ward said, when court resumed, 
that while in Knoxville jail, he 
heard William McLean tell his 


mother that they would have to get 
some witnesses and get them to- 
gether so their stories would hang 
together. McLean said he would 
have to get away, too, or it meant 
his neck being stretched. He then 
added the words of a threat alleg- 
ed to have been made against him 
by accused 

Mr. Primrose grilled Ward re- 
lentlessly with regard to apparent 
discrepancies in evidence now and 
at the extradition hearing. Witness
